Upcoming Felony Trials in the New Year 
 
As 2023 comes to an end, I wanted to share our upcoming trials for the month of 
January in the new year. 

 
January 2 - People vs. Lequan Hill 
This case is being prosecuted Assistant District Attorney Michael Harrigan, Chief of 
the Homicide Bureau, and Assistant District Attorney Adam VanHeyst, of the Non-
Fatal Shooting Taskforce. 
 
The defendant is charged with Murder in the 2nd Degree in front of New York State 
Supreme Court Justice Renzi. 
 
January 3 – People vs. Quincy Brumfield, Robert Perdue, James Scott, Jr., and 
Matthew Williams  
This case is being prosecuted by Assistant District Attorney Emily Chisholm, of the 
Major Felony Bureau, and Assistant District Attorney Robin Catalano, Chief of the 
Special Investigations Bureau. 
 
The defendants are charged with two counts of Murder in the 2nd Degree, two 
counts of Assault in the 1st Degree, Robbery in the 1st Degree, two counts of 
Robbery in the 2nd Degree, five counts of Attempted Robbery in the 1st Degree, five 
counts of Attempted Robbery in the 2nd Degree, two counts of Assault in the 2nd 
Degree, eight counts of Criminal Possession of a Weapon in the 2nd Degree, 
Criminal Possession of Stolen Property in the 4th Degree, and Unauthorized Use of 
a Vehicle in the 3rd Degree. James Scott, Jr. is also charged with an additional count 
of Robbery in the 1st Degree, two counts of Robbery in the 2nd Degree, and 
Attempted Robbery in the 1st Degree. Robert Perdue is also charged with an 
additional count of Criminal Possession of a Weapon in the 2nd Degree and 
Matthew Williams is also charged with Criminal Mischief in the 4th Degree. All of 
these defendants and charges are in front of Monroe County Court Judge Randall. 
 
January 8 - People vs. Anthony Grimes, Jr. 
This case is being prosecuted by Assistant District Attorney Jennifer Kennedy, 
Deputy Chief of the Special Investigations Bureau and Assistant District Attorney 
Jonathan Jirik, also of the Special Investigations Bureau. 
 
The defendant is charged with Murder in the 2nd Degree and two counts of Criminal 
Possession of a Weapon in the 2nd Degree in front of Acting Family Court/Youth
